The United States purchases gold at $35 an 
ounce. The price Friday on the London m arket 
was $35.43 an ounce. The speculative price has 
b een as high as over $10 an ounce. 
Gold these days is mined principally in South 
Africa and Soviet Russia. T hen is small mining 
in the United States, Canada and elsewhere b ut 
these account foi so little that they need not 
enter into any calculation. The South African 
gold is extremely im portant and the American 
companies interested in the mineral have made 
huge investments in South African mines. How­ 
ever, as the speculative price of gold is higher 
than the American price, little, ii any, ot the 
South African product 
has, in recent months, 
come to this country. It is consumed mostly b y j 
European b anks and individuals. Also, the Jap-I 
anese have b een b uying gold. 
The United States needs gold to provide a 25 I 
per cent coverage for its currency. It has recent- | 
ly b een losing gold too rapidly and in too great j 
q uantities for economic safety.

W ASHINGTON—If the aspir­ 
ations of President John F. Ken­ 
nedy, as revealed in his “State 
of the Union” address to Con­ 
gress, could ever b e fulfilled, he 
would b o the greatest chief ex­ 
ecutive in our history.

one, the commissioner is b oth an 
adm inistrator and judge, secondly 
he is free of m any of the usual po­ 
litical shackles. 
These two aspects of the office 
held b y Jam es E. Allen Jr. give 
him a unique position in the state 
government. 
A 
handsome. 
49-year-old 
six- 
footer with an almost shy m a n ­ 
ner, Allen again this year is one 
of the most prominent figures in 
the delib erations of the state Leg­ 
islature. 
The state is ab out to em b ark on 
a program of aid that would e m ­ 
b race 
the 
total 
higher-edueation 
system, b oth pub lic and private. 
In 
other 
years, 
the 
legislative 
concentration 
has 
b een 
on 
the 
elementary and secondary pub lic 
schools. 
But whether they are colleges 
or 
kindergartens, 
education 
in­ 
creasingly dominates the concern 
of New York officials. 
Costs continue to rise, popula­ 
tion continues to grow,- the finan­ 
cial appeals from local educators 
grow 
more 
strident. 
At 
times, 
education appears as a m onster 
gorging uncontrollab ly on the tax­ 
payers. 
Co sts Abo ut SI.7 Billio n

costs approximately SI.7 b illion a 
year. 
Allen, as chief executive officer 
of the Board of Regents, controls 
this b ehemoth with vast powers 
granted b y the constitution.

with a touch reminiscent of the 
manner b y which he once handled 
b ouncing tennis b alls.

“ You would get into the situa­ 
tion where schools would b e se­ 
riously delayed b y some persons 
who just want to b e difficult,” he 
said. 
He added: 
“ I b elieve any ob jective review 
of the law will find that this is one 
of the great strengths of the New

I must ho very care­ 
ful not to ab use this authority.” 
Another unusual aspect of the 
commissioner’s office is that he is 
b eyond the direct political reach 
of the governor. He is responsi­ 
b le to the Regents, who are elect­ 
ed b \ the Legislature. 
“ It's no secret that most strong 
governors don't like this setup,” 
Allen said. 
It makes it difficult for the gov­ 


ernor to deal with the education 
commissioner

Among Mrs. Barnes’ students is 
a Russian-born woman who had 
university education abroad. 
“This woman's gratitude is touch­ 
ing,’’ Mrs. Barnes said. “At holiday 
time, she gave me a handk erchief 
with the words, “ Dear Teacher,” 
embroidered on it.” 
Another of Mrs. Barnes' students 
is a Puerto Rican, a laborer who 
had little formal education but who 
is eager to learn English. 
“I couldn't speak a woid of Span­ 
ish when we started, but I’m al­ 
ready 
changing 
that situation,” 
Mrs. Barnes said. “ I borrowed a 
Spanish gram m ar from the public 
library. 
“1 also use language records and 
flash cards, as teaching tools. The 
cards are excelelnt, because they 
give a word, t'he first letter of the 
word in large print and a picture 
that helps on the meaning of the 
word.” 
Mrs. Barnes is delighted with the 
Puerto Rican’s diligence so far as 
homework is concerned. 
“He is really eager to learn which 
is a groat satisfaction to a teach­ 
er,-’ Mrs. Barnes said. 
Still another Barnes student is a 
professor from the Uk raine who 
spok e five languages but not Eng­ 
lish. 
Another req uest for help in Eng­ 
lish came from a foreign-born doc­ 
tor who is doing research in path­ 
ology at the hospiai. 
.Sometimes Mrs. Barnes finds her­ 
self 
teaching 
an 
American-born 
patient. 
“Not all our people had a chance 
for much schooling,” Mrs. Barnes 
said. “Some wore brought up in re­ 
mote rural areas.”

Teaching isn’t Mrs. Barnes’ only 
volunteer task . She fills in on many 
jobs: 
weighing patients, answer­ 
ing phones, mak ing out req uisi­ 
tions, k eeping records. Her latest 
project 
is helping time pass for 
free-clinic patients who sometimes 
wait hours to be seen by doctors. 
She teaches them sowing or k nit­ 
ting or reads to them.
